Mr. Walter Lippmann has 
written four articles which mis- 
represent not only British policy 
but the European situation, 

He supposes that Europe, the 
Mediterranean, the Middle East | 
are an area of Anglo-Russian i 
contention, and that the United 
States should avoid entangle- 
ment with, or encouragement 
cf, either party, This new isola- 
tionism finds it necessary to 
make out that both are alike to 
blime for the present confusion. 

Briefly, isolationism can only 
be sustained by falsehood. 

Russian post-war policy hes 
been such a sin against the light 
that public opinion in the 
United States has been deeply 
shocked. The balance of. trans- 
gressicn can only be levelled by 
fabricating__ ‘charges against 
Britain, so that self-righteous 
abstention may shrug “Six of 
one ond half a dozen of the 
other.” . :

A motorlesa “flying Wing” has 
been removed from the — seeret 
entegory by the Royal Cannadinn 
Air Force, following a public de- 
monstration yesterday of — the 
strange bat-shaped glider. , 

The tailless, two-placo “wings, 
developed in the acrodynamic In- 
boratory of the National Resenreh 
Council. was flown for 45 minutes 
over Neunao airport by Sqdn. Ldr. 
R, Kronfeld, first man to fly the 
English Channel both ways in a 
glider. 

He was towed aloft by a twin- 
engine Daketa and cut loose at 
6,000 feet. Flying with its wheels 
retracted, the “wing” looked like 
a huge yellow’ bat in the sky.

Mr. Griffith’s speech, which 
covered fully the principle on 
which the Government's social 
insurance policy is based and 
the work put in during the last 
ten months to enact three major 
measures—family allowances, 
the industrial. injuries bill and 
general nationai insurance 
was received by the Conference 
with ovation, 

Five-Year Plan 

A resolution asking that bene- 
fits for old age pensioners and 
other insured people should be 
brought up to the rate for war 
pensions and industrial in- 
juries was withdrawn after Mr. 
Griffith had explained that the 
cost would be, at present, in- 
compatible with a scheme based 
on contributions, but that bene- 
fits under the bill are subject {0 
five yearly reviews. 

Mr, Herbert Morrison disclos- 
ed that the Party's Executive 
is considering x research schame 
with a view. to working out the 
“second five-year plan.”

| Sir:— In your Sunday isaue 
Mr. Kenneth Leo delivered an 
extraordinary. dissertation on 
hew to save food, with 
nuthoritative account on the 
eating. habits of tho Chinese 
folk. A, few comments seem 
to be not too trifling. 

Why the Chinese people most- 
ly “need more crude fibra (1) 
to fill the intestines (1)" is not 
because their intestines, in Mr. 
Lee's keen visualization or 
actual experience, “have bech 
enlarged (1) since childhood by’ 
the beligf that stuffing was’ 
necessary (!)" but because they 
can’t afford such everyday 
things as baked brend, cream.

In his lesson on the facts of 
nutrition Mr, Lee had this bit 
of wisdom to impart. “The 
body has limited power of as- 
similnting what ix needed in the 
systems, all superfluous mat- 
ters are exereted—hence a 
waste. So, to prevent wastage 
it is Imperative to let them have 
more crude fibre for stuffing.” 
Huh? Let’s sec, The food ex- 
pert says that if the body is 
stuffed) with crude fibre, no 
superfluous matters will be ex- 
ereted, hence no waste, or, put 
it this way , . . Hey! brother, 
could you spare an aspirin? 

If by crude . fibre Mr. Lee 
meant hay or waste-paper, now, 
isn't it the cutest idea? If he 
meant rice, then Mr, Lee was 
talking stuff all right!

Democracy And 
Town. Planning 


An 
planning in England 
both before and after 
World War II was given 
in a talk by Major R. 
Hardy, of the Royal En- 
gineers, at the weekly 
Rotary Club luncheon 
yesterday. 

The Chairman (Col. B. J. Ro 
Mitchell) said that Major Hardy 
spoke with a full knowledge of 
his subject for he had made a 
special study of town planning 
achemea. He was President of a 


Services Art Technique Asso- 
ciation. 


The speaker opened his sub- 
ject with an explanation of the 
principles and functions of town 
planning which, he said, were 
often misunderstood, This often 
led to errcnéous impressions, 
one of which was that it retard- 
ed natural expansion and free 
enterprise, whereas in fact it 
was a long-term plan in antici- 
pation of such growth and ex- 
pansicci, 80 as to avoid the mis- 
takes which would be inevitable 
if there had been no foresight, 
the crucial factor in such plan- 
ning. 


Since 1919 the Englsih public 
had come to realise more and 
more the need fer some central 
planning authority in place of 
tho isolated and independent 
planning groups, and this even- 
tually Ied to up legislation being 
passed in 1943 providing for 
the setting up of such a central 
body. 


Major Hardy spoke ‘on the 
conspicuous success of national 
town planning schemes in Ger- 
many and Italy before the war. 
The impression at one time was 
that such nation-wide _ scale 
planning was possible only in 
the Axis countries, and that the 
-Democracies- were—not -equal_to 
such a task. 


This was totally erroneous. 
The only difference was that in 
the Axis countries the govern- 
ment just went ahead with its 
schemes, whereas in democratic 
countries the people had a voice 
in framing, amending or reject- 
ing any plan. : 


The schemes in Germany and 
Italy wero widely publicised, 
wherens those elsewhere were 
not, but the speaker could in- 
stance many schemes of re- 
clamation and residential cx- 
pansion in the United States 
such as the Tennessce Dam pro- 
' ject, which turned many back- 
ward regions into prosperous 
and fine townships and indus- 
trial centres. In Europe itself 
were the garden , city 
{ schemes of Sweden and Norway. 


HLK. Town Planning 


Speaking of Hong Kong, Ma- 
jer Hardy said that an Town 
Planning Officer was’ coming 
out and he would refrain from 
saying ‘anything on how New 
Hong Kong should bo rebuilt.
